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Two Families Left 
Homeless By 
Tuesday Fire

ars braked tentatively as they ap- 


proached the red lights of the barrier. 
Slowly, they eased to the right, turning 
with uncertain wheels onto the ice- 
cloaked pavement of Railroad Avenue. 
Beyond the barriers, the quiet and 
darkness of early night had been pushed 
aside. Fire engines—three pumpers and 
a ludder truck—thrummed like mechani- 
cal beasts; red lights whirled. People 
clustered behind a plastic rope in small 


‘Szeups, stamping and rubbing the cold 


from their hands, as men in fireproof 
coats crawled about on ladders and 
trained hoses on the big house at 120 
North Main Street. 

Flames licked through the broken roof, 
to be beaten back by streams of water; 
steam and smoke billowed into the air, 
white against the black sky. 

In the crowd, silhouetted against the 
lights, woman shivered. Kathleen 
Smeltzer worked at Friendly Restau- 
rant; she still wore her uniform beneath 
her winter coat. The house beneath the 
smoke belonged to her and her husband, 
Edward; they lived in one side and rent- 
ed the other to a second family. 

Reporters picked their way over the 
ice toward her. What happened? How 
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had it happened? She told them the same 
thing; she had been working. She had 
come home to this. She showed them the 
uniform beneath the coat. 

Then she turned away. Apologized; she 
just couldn’t talk about it any more. 

According to Deputy Fire Chief Tom 
Andrew, who served as fire commander 
at the scene on Tuesday night until Chief 
Harold Hayes arrived, Andover firefight- 
ers had just been called to help the North 
Reading Fire Department battle a lum- 
ber yard blaze when the Main Street 
alarm call came in. The time, he said, 
was 5:40 p.m. Andrew dispatched three 
pumping engines, a ladder and an ambu- 
lance crew to the scene. He also calied in 
off-duty manpower. 

Andrew said that Kathleen Smeltzer’s 
son, Michael, 15, had reported hearing a 
strange noise in the basement. He had 
opened the cellar door; smoke and heat 
had poured out to meet him. 

Michael and his father evacuated the 
house, as did the occupants of the other 
side. 

No one was injured in the blaze, said 
Andrew, and the fire department suc- 
ceeded in rescuing the family’s pets. An- 
drew said that the fire spread quickly 
from the basement, up through the walls 
and directly to the attic. 

According to sources at the Andover 
Historical Society, the duplex had been 
built in the mid-19th century to house 
workers for the nearby Stevens mill. 
Houses erected during that period fea- 
tured what is called ‘balloon framing”’ 
an open inner-wall structure that has no 
fire stops. 

The open spaces conducted the fire like 
a series of chimneys, said Andrew. 

In order to reach the fire, the firefight- 
ers had to open portions of the roof An-

Wheelchair Van Delivered 


State Transportation Secretary Frederick P. 
Salvucci has announced that a wheelchair lift- 
equipped van has been delivered to the Merri- 
mack Valley regional Transit Authority 
(MVRTA) thanks to a state program to improve 
transportation for the elderly and handicapped. 
The van, valued at more than $23,000, was 
awarded through the state mobility assistance 
program. 

“The Mobility Assistance Program is one part 
of an overall effort to meet Governor Dukakis’ 
commitment to provide the best transportation 
system possible for all Massachusetts citizens,”’ 
he said. “‘With these program awards and the 
services they make possible, elderly and hand- 
icapped citizens throughout the state will have 
better access to jobs, education, community ac- 
tivities and medical services.”

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Salvucci explained that the program provides 
funding to local public and private non-profit 
organizations for the purchase of vehicles and 
other equipment to provide transportation for 
the elderly and handicapped.

Salvucci noted that program vehicle awards 
have almost tripled in the past several years 
and that program expansion will continue 
thanks to increased funding from the Transpor- 
tation Bond Issue approved by the legislature 
early this year. 

“We are pleased to support the Merrimack 
Valley Regional Transit Authority program and 
its benefits for elderly and handicapped resi- 
dents throughout the area with this award,” he 
added.

The Plaistow Area Commerce Exchange, 
(P.A.C.E.), was founded by Davena Schmidt, 
owner of Freedman Furs, last October, when 
she saw the need for small business owners to 
unify. 

Membership is available to small business 
owners in five New Hampshire communities: 
Plaistow, Atkinson, Hampstead, Kingston, and 
Newton. The exchange provides guest speakers 
on subjects ranging from tax laws to small 
claims court to its members who pay a $25 an- 
nual membership fee. 

According to Schmidt, larger associations had 
membership fees too high for small businesses 
to gain membership. Member businesses pro- 
vide services to the exchange for the good of all 
members, thus keeping fees at a minimum. 

A five-person board of directors oversees the 
94 businesses, making sure that all operate un- 
der the articles of incorporation. The board 
members also chair committees for special pro- 
jects, and business owners are encouraged to 
attend board meetings. 

Meetings are held monthly at any one of the 
member businesses and everything from coffee 
and donuts to copying machines are donated. 
The January seminar topic will be ‘‘Stress in 
Business.”’ 

Regular meeetings are held during the day, 
but in order to accomodate those unable to at- 
tend, the exchange runs a quarterly eveing 
meeting. The next quarterly meeting will exam- 
ine the future of the area water supply. 

The exchange is collecting toys in conjunction 
with the U. S. Marines for the ‘‘Toys for Tots” 
program until Dec. 18, and is also accepting 
membership renewals for 1987, 66 of which have 
already been filed.

Harold W. Wennik 


Harold W. ‘‘Hal’’ Wennik, a resident of the 
Prescott House Nursing Home, North Andover, 
died Dec. 4, 1986, at Bon Secours Hospital. He 
was 85. 

Mr. Wennik was well-known in Andover for his 
contributions to the life of the community and its 
youth. He was the founder of the Andover Boost- 
ers Club, of which he was the last surviving 
charter member, and he helped establish the 
Andover Little League Program and the And- 
over High School Sports Hall of Fame. He also 
managed and coached the Championship And- 
over Town Team, a semi-pro baseball team, 
during the World War II years. 

As a member of the Kiwanis Club, he directed 
the Kiwanis circuses, which benefited Kiwanis 
charities, at the Lawrence Memorial Stadium. 
He helped establish the Andover Servicemen’s 
Fund after World War II, to provide returning 
veterans with financial assistance and educatio- 
nal scholarships. Mr. Wennik was also involved 
in the organization of political campaigns and 
the furthering of numerous issues of public im- 
portance. 

The Andover Exchange Club selected him in 
1981 to receive its Book of Golden Deeds Award, 
in recognition of unselfish service to youth and 
community. Andover High School also chose to 
name its coaches’ room after him. 

At Monday’s meeting of the Board of Select- 
men, Chairman Charles Wesson remembered 
Mr. Wennik for ‘‘the great years of service 
given to the community, especially in youth 
sports programs. He certainly is going to be 
missed,’’ he said. 

Andover High School football coach Richard 
Collins remembered Mr. Wennik as both a close 
personal friend and an outstanding asset to the 
community. ‘“‘He was like a second father to 
me—just a tremendous personal friend all the 
years I’ve been in Andover,” he said. ‘‘On the 
other side of the coin, there’s probably nobody in 
town who’s done more for the kids in town than 
Hal Wennik. You could write volumes about 
what he’s done. He’s probably the best friend 
the youth of Andover ever had.” 

Mr. Wennik came to Andover in 1939 as the 
New England sales manager for the Underwood 
Typewriter Co. He served as payroll supervisor 
at the Pacific Mills during World War II and 
later was owner-manager of the Wennik Laun- 
dries on South Union Street and North Broad- 
way, Lawrence, until 1967. At that time, he 
joined the Boston office of the Massachusetts 
Rate Setting Commission, retiring from his posi- 
tion in 1972. 

He attended St. Augustine,s Church and was a 
member of the Massachusetts Kinghts of Colum- 
bus and the Andover Senior Citizens, in which he 
was very active.

Anbover Townsman 
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Straw Vote Rejects Condo 
Units In Summer Street Area 


By Karen L. Day 


After deliberations last Saturday, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals conducted a 
straw vote on the comprehensive permit 
petition submitted by developer Paul 
Bruk. Bruk proposed to build 36 ‘‘affor- 
dable’’ condominium units on eight acres 
of land surrounded by residences on 
Elm, Pine and Summer streets and 
Washington Ave. 


The board voted 4-1 against the plan, 
with board member Lorene Comeau vot- 
ing in favor of the proposal—with numer- 
ous conditions. The official decision, 
which is being drawn up by Steven Coly- 


er, town physical planner, and the 
board’s legal counsel, Robert Zollner, is 
expected to be submitted to the Town 
Clerk’s office in the next few days. 

According to Colyer, the board’s rea- 
son for turning the proposal down is that 
the site could not handle the density of 
the development. 


As early as 1972, proposals to develop 
the land have been turned down due to 
drainage problems. In 1979, the Conser- 
vation Commission issued a statement 
that the wetlands would make a proposal 
before the town at that time only one-half 


buildable. 

“It’s a unique site,’’ said Colyer, stat- 
mg that there are two separate pockets 
of water with no outlets for drainage. 
Bruk did not show that he could protect 
abuttors’ property if the development 
were to be approved. 


> 


Colyer believes that the proposal may 
have passed if the density were not so 
great, and suggested that Bruk reduce 
the number of units and simply charge a 
higher price for the market rate units in 
order to make it economic. 

Bruk stuck to the proposed 36 units, 


but with all the conditions that would 
have had to have been imposed to pro- 
tect the community, the board felt that it 
would be uneconomical for Bruk to fol- 
low through with the proposal. 

Bruk may choose to come up with an- 
other type of proposal for the property or 
decrease the density of this one. 


The option to appeal to the state is also 
open. On the state level, more than 90 
percent of towns’ decisions against com-

Opposition Presented Plan 


For Indoor Horse Arena

A unexpected show of opposition con- 
fronted the re-submitted petition of Rich- 
ard Donovan, 456 Lowell St., to continue 
operation of Ironstone Farm with six o1 
more horses and to build an indoor riding 
facility. 

Since the original petition was heard a 
couple of months ago when the only con- 
cern expressed was regarding the ani- 
mal waste seeping through to Haggetts 
Pond, the petition was withdrawn and re- 
submitted. When the petition came be- 
fore the board on Thursday night, five 
abuttors, many of whom had expressed 
little concern over the addition of the 
building, had banded together and ob- 
tained legal counsel. Not only were they 
against the addition of the arena, they 
were against the farm as a whole. 

Donovan wants to build the structure 
in order to provide regular programs 
during inclement weather to keep the 
farm from losing money. The structure 
would also be used to run programs for 
the handicapped. According to Dono- 
van’s lawyer, Samuel J. Concemi, the 
structure is needed in order to keep the 
farm in operation. 

Concemi cited two rulings stating that 
a horse farm is an agricultural use and 
that a zoning board cannot ‘‘prohibit the 
use of land for an agricultural use.”’ 

The structure would be located in a po- 
sition to protect the watershed area, 
which is regulated by the Planning 
Board. A petition may have to be sub- 
mitted to the Planning Board and the 
Health Department has also expressed 
interest in examining Donovan's plans if 
the Zoning Board should decide in favor 
of Donovan. 

Board member Ernest Hall asked if 
the arena would be used for horse shows. 
Donovan commented that the arena 
would not be suitable for anything more 
than the annual ‘‘recital’’ that students 
at the farm put on. He also commented 

that .no, horses .would -be housed. within 


the confines of the rink 

Donovan also answered the concern of 
some abuttors regarding manure piling 
on the property, stating that 80-85 per- 
cent of it is actually woodchips that ab- 
sorb urine before it reaches the ground 
and that if this were discarded less than 
one year after being piled it would be a 
waste. After sitting for about a year, the 
material becomes valuable as fertilizer. 

Atty. Arthur McCabe spoke on behalf 
of five abuttors of the farm, stating that 
they fear a ‘‘Topsfield Fair’’ effect that 
may occur on weekends with the rink. He 
also expressed concern over the size of 
the building and the chance that an un- 
limited number of horses may be kept on 
the farm. 

McCabe mentioned the fact that the 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering has cited the farm for hav- 
ing fill on the property that does not meet 
standards. Donovan has been informed 
that the fill, which was delivered by the 
Andover Department of Public Works, 
must be removed from his property, but 
the board informed McCabe that it was 
not a matter for the zoning board to take 
under consideration. If the abuttors were 
concerned about it, they would have to 
direct that concern to the proper authori- 
ties. 

McCabe stated that there is a small 
structure on the Donovan property that a 
permit was never issued for and that 
fences were on the lot line, not five feet 
inside the lot line as required. 

Charles Doe, a representative of the 
‘99’ Restaurant which abuts Ironstone 
Farm, also protested the petitions. 

It was then that Corcemi pointed out 
the number of abuttors that were not 
protesting. He also commented that 
three of those represented by McCabe in 
protest to the farm this time the petition 
was heard, were in favor the last time,

Only clear and green glass bottles and jars 
should be recycled. There is no need to wash 
them or remove labels and rings. Separate com- 
partments to keep the two colors apart are 
clearly marked on the cycling bin, a large metal 
rolloff container. 

As tipping fees at the North Andover waste 
incineration plant remain high, it clearly makes 
more and more serse to recycle both glass, as 
townspeople do on the third Saturday of every 
month, and paper in the every-other-week curb- 
side pickup program on regular trash pickup 
day. The average tipping fee now stands at $50 
per ton. Every ton that can be taken out of the 
trash and recycled saves Andover $50. The ash 
residue from the incineration process, while 
greatly reduced from the original solid waste 
volume, still requires landfilling, another major 
concern in the solid waste disposal process. Re- 
cycling is an environmentally-sound and eco- 
nomically sensible partial solution to a 
worldwide crisis in solid waste disposal.

Tips For Holiday Air Travel

As the holidays approach and the airports clog 
with travelers, worries about delays and lost 
luggage may mingle with the visions of sug- 
arplums, not to mention fireplaces and sandy 
beaches, in our heads. Have you ever arrived at 
the airport ready to escape from the real world 
into that anticipated vacation and found that you 
have been bumped from your seat? Or how 
about finally arriving at your destination to find 
your baggage has been damaged, lost or, worse 
yet, stolen? 

Although there are no guarantees, there are 
steps you can take to avoid or minimize these 
kinds of travelers’ nightmares. 

The most frequent consumer complaints 
about air travel concern overbooking, delays 
cancellations and baggage problems. Most air- 
lines overbook their flights to compensate for 
no-shows. To avoid the risk of falling prey to this 
practice, make sure you have your ticket in- 
hand before arriving at the airport, get there at 
least one hour before departure time, get your 
boarding pass immediately and board the plane 
as soon as possible 

If you are bumped because the flight has beer 
deliberately oversold, the carrier is obligated t 
do one of the following, according to rule 
forced by the Department of Trar 

l. arrange for comparable transportation 
which gets you to your destination within one 
hour of the originally scheduled arrival time 

arrange for comparable transportation 
which gets you to your destination sometime be- 
tween one and two hours of the originally sched- 
uled arrival and within 24 hours, pay you a 
denied boarding compensation amount equal to 
the original fare up to a maximum of $200; 

or 3. arrange for comparable transportation 
arriving at your destination more than two 
hours after the originally scheduled arrival time 
and within 24 hours, pay you double the amount 
of the original fare up to a maximum of $400 
These requirements apply with some differ- 
ences to foreign flights originating in the United 
States. 

Luggage problems can be nearly as annoying 
as bumping and rank among the worst travel 
annoyances. To avoid luggage mishaps, make 
sure any piece you check is carefully labeled 
with your name and address, inside and out, and 
locked. Pack anything valuable or irreplaceable 
(such as medication or eyeglasses) in a small 
carry-on bag. Keep a list of belingings you have 
packed in luggage going into baggage compart-

ment. When you become convinced that your 
lauggage has not made the trip with you, don’t 
panic! Report the loss to the airline at once and 
fill out a report form. Make sure you still have 
your ticket and baggage claim. Most of the time 
the luggage has been put on the wrong flight and 
will likely show up in a day or two. 

Airlines are required by law to insure each 
passenger for damaged, lost or delayed baggage 
for up to $1,250 on most air flights. You may also 
purchase “excess valuation coverage’’ which 
raises the ceiling on how much the airline will 
pay. Although airlines will take some responsi- 
bility for repairing damaged bags or replacing 
the contents of lost luggage, these and other 
matters may vary from airline to airline. The 
terms of their responsibility for your belongings 
are set out in contracts which you may check 
before traveling. 

Delays and cancellations can occur for a num- 
ber of reasons: bad weather, mechanical break- 
downs, air traffic congestion and even poor crew 
scheduling. If you get caught in such a delay, 
check immediately with the airline representa-

Talking about Old 
World Christmas’ suc- 
cess story makes the 
32-year-old Merck grin 
like a kid who found ev- 
erything on his list un- 
der the tree. 

“Tt’s stupendous!”’ 
he bubbles. ‘‘We just 
seem to be making 
more and more in- 
roads. Our business is 
doubling or tripling 
every year.”’ 

It started 11 years 
ago, when Merck ig- 
nored his parents’ ad- 
vice to find a job after 
he got a degree in Eu- 
ropean history and in- 
ternational diplomacy 
at the University of 
Idaho. 

A Spokane native, 
Merck wanted to stay 
in his hometown. He 
decided to sell antiques 
he imported from Eu- 
rope.

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Friendly Suggestions For Being A Host 


Is the party host responsible for his or her 
guests getting home safely? In some areas, the 
legal answer is yes. Regardless of the legalities, 
this question has prompted a holiday alcohol 
awareness safety campaign, ‘‘First a Friend, 
Then a Host,”’ launched by AAA. 

‘‘We believe that the host is responsible, cer- 
tainly as a friend, to discourage excessive drink- 
ing by any guests,” advises Richard T. Sawyer, 
assistant manager of the local auto club. ‘‘This 
campaign approaches the problem through the 
host who provided the drinks. As a friend of the 
guests, the host should find ways to keep guests 
sober as they will eventually be driving home. 
Attitudes have changed in society. It is no longer 
unusual for guests at a party to say ‘No, thanks! 
I’m driving.’ The total societal cost of drunk 
driving is estimated at around $26 billion per 
year, and that doesn’t include the human suffer- 
ing that can never be measured.” 

Putting friendship above being an accommo- 
dating host is the central theme of Triple A’s 
annual ‘‘First a Friend, Then a Host’’ cam- 
paign. Take practical steps, as easy as ABC, 
before the party begins. 

Always serve food with alcoholic beverages 
Food slows down the absorption rate of alcohol 
into the body. 

Let guests do the mixing themselves. Have 
several different sizes of jiggers at the bar so 
drinks can be measured. Inexpensive one-ounce 
spouts may be purchased and placed on bottles 

If you're serving an alcoholic punch, make it 
with a non-carbonated base such as juice or tea 
Alcohol is absorbed faster by the body if club 
soda or ginger ale are used in the punch. This 
goes for mixed drinks also. 

Don’t force drinks on guests. Many guests ac- 
cept drinks they don’t want because they do not 
wish to appear rude to their host. Respect the 
wishes of those who say ‘‘no, thanks”’ or ‘‘make 
it coffee.” 

Remember: many people prefer not to drink, 
especially if they are planning to drive. Also, 
people on certain medicines should not drink 
any alcohol. Serve a wide variety of beverages 
that include soft drinks, coffee, tea and juices 

As the hour becomes late, put away the alco- 
holic beverages but continue to offer a good sup- 
ply of food. You might wish to switch to coffee 
and desserts before the guests begin to leave

out the evening. By eating first, partygoers will 
help retard the absorption of alcohol into their 
bodies. 

Watch for overindulgers. If a guest has had 
too much to drink, only time will make him or 
her sober. It takes approximately one hour for 
an average drink or one bottle of beer to be 
burned off. Coffee, cold showers and other reme- 
dies won’t sober up guests because they don’t 
affect the blood alcohol level or improve reac- 
tions and motor skills. 

Engage any overindulgers in conversation to 
slow down the drinking rate. Offer food and vol- 
unteer to mix the next drink, making it with 
water rather than a carbonated mix. 

The best thing a host can do is have someone 
who hasn’t been drinking drive the guest home, 

call a cab or let the person sleep overnight.

only two months ago. 

In response to the ‘99’s’ protest, Conce- 
mi told the board that on more than a 
couple of occasions, patrons have 
jumped the fences of the farm and rid- 
den the horses. The odor that everyone is 
conplaining about, Concemi contended, 
comes from the ‘99’ which has its septic 
tank pumped out numerous times cach 
week. 

The petition was taken under advise- 
ment. 

In other actions: 

Augustine L. Colangelo, trustee of Co- 
lonial Drive Realty Trust, requested that 
there be an amendment to decision #842 
by deleting condition #4 which sets forth 
the basis upon which the premises, the 
Colonial Drive Apartments, may be 
mortgaged. 

Reginald Marden, legal counsel for Co- 
langelo, explained that in 1968, James 
McCormick owned the land and peti- 
tioned for a special permit to allow 154 
apartments to be built on the property. 
In decision #842, the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals allowed the apartments to be built, 
but conditioned that the units could not 
be mortgaged individually. 

This condition was implemented to 
avoid the chance that the units would 
eventually have numersous owners who 
would request that the town provide 
services to the development which now 
maintains itself. Marden commented 
that condition #3, which states that the 
owner must provide services and main- 
tenance, would remain in the decision. 

In a 1973 decision allowing the addition 
of 66 more units, the board did not in- 
clude decision #4 for those units. 

Colonial Drive Realty Trust is present- 
ly trying to obtain financing, but the 
bank will not approve their application 
as long as the restriction is intact be- 
cause it would be difficult for them to 
‘‘deal with the property”’ should foreclo- 
sure be necessary. The bank would prob- 
ably want to sell units as condominiums, 
but the present condition #4 would not 
make that possible. 

Marden asked that a new condition #4 
replace the original. This new condition 
would specify that there could be no fur- 
ther subdivision of the land.

Games With 
Emerson Relocation 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Town Manager Kenneth Mahony den- 
ied a resident’s allegation on Monday 
night that he has been playing political 
games with the Emerson College reloca- 
tion issue. 

At the outset of Monday’s meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen, High Street resi- 
dent Donal Coleman cited an article, 
published on Nov. 27 in a local newspa- 
per, in which it was stated that Mahony 
had met with Congressman Chester At 
kins and Emerson President Allen Koe- 
nig about the possibility of the college’s 
move to one of several sites in Andover 
Because Emerson is currently BeeCaat: 
ing with Lawrence officials for a move to 
that city, Coleman suggested that M: iho- 
ny might have been using the meeting to 
exert unneighborly pressure on the Law- 
rence City Council te force its hand or 
the move 

Did he have your express permission 
to go down with Chet Atkins and discuss 
this with Koenig a week ago Wednes- 
day?’’ Coleman asked the board. 

Selectman Gerry Silverman said that 
the meeting was ‘‘basically an advice 
thing.”’ It was not in the town’s—or the 
Town Manager’s—power to offer Emer- 
son land, he said, because the land men- 
tioned in the article was under private 
ownership. ‘‘It’s not our decision,” said 
Silverman. “It would fall to the owners 
of the property...They would deal with 
Emerson.”’ 


He added that the board and the town 
of Andover were fully in favor of the 
move of the college to Lawrence. ‘“‘We 
supported it,’’ he said. “I personally 
would continue to support it in Law- 


rence. 


Mahony termed Coleman’s implication 
that he might have been dealing below 
board ‘‘much to-do about absolutely 
nothing.’’ He explained that he had 
called Lawrence Mayor Kevin Sullivan 
prior to the Nov. 26 meeting to tell him 
that he would be speaking with Koenig. 
He also reiterated that the ‘several

sites”’ mentioned in the newspaper arti- 
cle as ‘being’ considered”’ were indeed 
private tracts of land. 

‘There are several parcels that would 
meet the needs of Emerson College in 
Andover,”’ he said. If the college were to 
decide to scrap its plans to move to Law- 
rence, and were to choose a location in 
Andover, he said, it would have to make 
its own purchase arrangements with the 
individuals who own the land. 

‘If they should choose to buy a parcel 
of land,”’ he added, ‘we would aid them 
as much as possible in the purchase.”’ 

‘So there is a policy now to offer them 
land if they need it?’’ countered Cole- 
man 

Selectman Donn Byrne answered that 
the land was not the town’s to offer, and 
that the town had no intention to cede its 
own land to the college 

Coleman said that he felt that Law- 
rence and Andover should function as 
good neighbors in the issue of the Emer- 
son move, but that he was dismayed to 
think that Andover might be adopting a 
counterproductive policy of partisan pol- 
itics. 

Mahony answered that meetings such 
as the one reported in the article were 
routine. As for the media and the Law- 
rence City Council, ‘‘How they use such a 
meeting, that’s their problem,”’ he said. 

He said that it had been made clear 
over the course of past meetings with 
Koenig that Emerson ‘‘wants to locate in 
Lawrence—they don’t want to locate in 
Andover...In respect to that commit- 
ment,’’ he added, ‘‘I will do anything I 
can to help them do it.” 

Furthermore, said Mahony, ‘‘There is 
no intention or possibility of our taking 
land and using it for this.’’ 

Chairman Charles Wesson summa- 
rized the board’s position on the move as 
a commitment to support Lawrence in 
whatever action it would wish to take 
concerning Emerson. ‘‘An Emerson Col- 
lege move to the Merrimack Valley 
would be a plus for all of us,”’ he said.

Numerous Conditions Placed 
On Gravel Storage Permit 


The Andover Zoning Board of Appeals 
recently decided in favor of a special 
permit petition submitted by John DeL- 
oury to use land at 8 Connector Road and 
vacant land on Connector Road for the 
storage of gravel loam and other non- 
hazardous materials, but not without nu- 
merous conditions. 

The petition, which was argued against 
by many abuttors, was allowed by the 
board with six specific conditions that 
DeLoury must abide by. 

The special permit will be in effect for 
the next three years, at which time Del- 
oury may again petition the board for 
renewal. A drainage and landscaping 
plan will become a matter of record in 
the decision and DeLoury must extend 
the present boulder barrier in order to 
keep unauthorized vehicles off the prop- 
erty. 

The board regulated business hours to 
8 a.m.-4:30 p.m., Monday through Fri- 
day, and 9 a.m.-1 p.m. on Saturday. In 
addition, DeLoury may not use screening 
equipment on Saturdays. 

DeLoury is not permitted to manufac- 
ture hot top, asphalt or cement and no 
stone crushing is allowed on the site. 
Screening equipment must be located as 
close to the south side of the property as 
possible and piles of loam and gravel 
must be located between the resident dis- 
trict abutting the property on the north 
side and the screener and other equip- 
ment. 

The piles of loam and gravel must be 
at least as tall as the equipment in use, 
and DeLoury’s trucks are prohibited 
from using River St. 

The board also placed conditions on

must conform to town codes and zoning 
by laws. 

Freeman/Harrington must also sub- 
mit a covenant stating that if the abut- 
tors agree to sell their property to 
anyone who is planning a cluster devel- 
opment, the type preferred for that area 
by the planning board, they will sell the 
property as long as they are offered fair 
market value for it. 

Helen Towne’s petition for the allow- 
ance of an addition that would not meet 
minimum setback requirements at 21 
Arundel St. was approved. A bedroom 
and a bathroom will be added and the 
porch will be enclosed on the structure 
which does not meet setback require- 
ments presently. 

Doctors’ Park petitioned to erect two 
signs, six square feet each, within the 
park in order to direct those looking for 
particular departments in the devel- 
opment. 

The board has yet to decide on the peti- 
tion of New England Telephone, which 
requested permission to erect a struc- 
ture to house switching equipment at 1 
Connector Road. According to Edward 
Shandley, the structure would not meet 
minimum setback requirements because 
proximity to the street was necessary in 
order to expedite repairs of the equip- 
ment to be contained within the building. 
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the variance and special permit they 
granted to Freeman/Harrington in order 
to expand parking and convert a home to 
business use at 172 River Road.
